TILL  till'  last  ((iitiii'v  uiis  well  on  its  way,  no  one  in  any 
i>{  till'  Ifcfunncil  ^•llll^(•ll(■:^  in  Kngland,  least  of  all  in 
the  Clnircli   of  Knjrland  it.-i'lf,  was  heard  to  say  that 
tnr  thosi'  who  in  the  present  life  had  rejected  the  nierey  of 
<!o(l  in  the  (Jospel  of  Jlis  Son,  and  ilied  impenitent,  was  tliero 
hojie  of  -alvatinn  in  the  world  to  come.      This  conviction  liad 

' "  wrou-;iit  ill  men's  minds  less  hy  direct  iiistniction  than 

I'y  tiie  constant  hearing  of  the  scri|)tiirf  s  which  were  plenti- 
iiilly  read  whenever  the  coiiprogations  were  gathered  together 
for  the  worship  of  God. 

(Jreat  was  tlic  amazement  and  deep  the  sorrow  of  devout 
minds  when  the  first  note  of  doni)t  of  the  truth  of  tlic  scrii> 
tiires  was  struck  within  the  pale  of  the  chnndi  itself.  Thought- 
ful (  liristians  saw  ill  it  what  has  been  most  unhappily  fultilled. 
an  increase  of  uiioodliness  through  the  ai)atenient  of  rever- 
ence and  godly  fear.  The  fl(jodgates  of  contempt  and 
derision  against  what  was  called  obsolete  beliefs  were  opened 
and  liberty  for  every  man  to  do  what  was  right  in  lii.s  own 
eyes  iirgan  to  be  proclaimed.  The  wrath  of  God  against 
sin  and  unlielief  was  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  believers 
licgan  sadly  to  ask,  "If  the  foundations  l)e  destroyed  wliat 
shall  the  righteous  do"!  What,  indeed,  when  the  throne  of 
unbelief  is  set  up  in  the  worldly  mind,  and  man's  judgment 
IS  declared  to  be  the  infallible  expounder  of  man's  (kstinv  in 
the  World  to  come. 

Thus  far  this  que:  tiou  has  not  been  openly  agitated 
amongst  ourselves.  But  the  time  stems  now  to  have  come 
when  the  word  of  the  Lord  should  be  spoken.  For  this  is 
not  a  question  of  churoli  policy,  but  a  question  which  concerns 
overy  human  being.  What  will  ])ecome  of  me  when  I  die? 
A  book  is  being  circulated  in  our  midst  wliich  professes 
to  answer  this  cpiestion,  and  answer  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
h>ave  little  cause  for  tlu  worldly  to  fear  what  will  befall  theni 
in  tiui^  last  great  day.  It  is  entitled  "  Our  Life  After  Death." 
Some  who,  like  myself,  have  been  brought  up  in  the  re- 
formed faith  of  the  Church  of  England,  have  placed  the  book

I  write  less 
for  1  rli(  xi'v-  than  tor  those  ^imph'-minded  soul-,  wiio,  witiioiit 
profr-^in^'  III  lie  relii;ion>,  ha\'e  a  cuiixMence.  and  are  sincerely 
de^irnii-  to  he  lojil  w  iiat  tlie  liilih'  ^ays  concerning  the  future 
wliiidi  niii^t  collie  to  all.  'i'hat  tliere  are  many  of  this  s<irt,  the 
intere-i  with  which  liie  Kevision  of  the  .\iitiiori/ed  \'ersioii 
of  tile  S(ri]itiires  \sa>  awaited  some  year-  ap*  is  proof.  ^^en 
do  not  wear  tin  ir  conscience  on  their  sleeve,  lint  T  helieve 
tliere  is  more  cuijcern  in  men's  niiinls  ahoiit  the  future  than 
nii'ets   the  eye. 

It  was  foretold  liy  oiir  I-oivl  and  Hi-  .\postle-  that  the 
pri  aidiiiiu  of  the  ( lo-pel  in  its  ^laee  and  l>le~-iedness  would 
he  iireatly  despi-ed  ami  <et  at  naiipht  in  the  latter  days.  .\s 
we  see  this  plaiiilyeoniiiii;-  to  pa-s  in  our  time  it  is  the  more 
necessiiry  now  to  iii>ist  on  the  fearful  consequences  of  reject- 
ini:'  it.      .\s  man  to  man,  and  not  as  cleric,  1  write.

(inek  tuni^iie,  and  there  the  wiek((l  will  enj'>y  the  heiietit 
of  the  eunnsel  and  instrnction  «.f  the  ri^rhteons,  and  thus 
attaining;-  repentance  and  amendment  of  lif(  ,  the  issue  will 
he  their  eternal  salvation. 

Xo\\"  I  think  m>  student  of  the  liihle  wonid  think  of 
M'rionsly  eondiatini;  -U(di  a  theory  as  this,  were  it  not  for  the 
ho|>e  that  the  v(  rv  ai>|M'Hl  to  the  scriptures  made  in  so  doini,' 
Would  hriuii'  into  (dearer  lijilit  the  iminutahilicv  of  (iud's 
counsel  concerinnii'  those  who  defy  His  justice  and  reject  His 
mercy.

irailcs.  IJiit  even  in  tiiaf  >y>feiii  tlnre  wa-  a  -triel  line  of 
separation  ln'tween  them,  -o  fjiat  they  eonld  liave  i:o  iiiter- 
cnui'se  till'  one  with  the  other. 

But  hell-  we  nmst  notice  what  \  conceive  to  lie  this 
writer's  frreat  fault,  namely,  his  endeavor  to  liend  scripture 
to  suit  liis  ])iir]>us('. 

In  the  |)assai;e  ahove  referred  to  it  is  >aiil  that  hetween 
the  riiihteoiis  in  Aliraliain's  liosiun.  and  tlie  wicked  in 
Hnilos,  there  was  a  "  areat  irnlf  "  fixed,  and  tliat  tlie  former 
were  seen  liy  the  latter  "  afar  ofT."  so  that  passajre  from 
*)ne  tivtho  other  was  iinpossilile. 

Xow  it  is  ohvinus  from  the  writer's  .staiidpoint  that  to 
liiive  taken  this  in  its  proper  sense,  would  hi'  fata)  to  his 
theory.  The  idea  of  a  "  school  "  in  TIailes  Miiiild  come  to 
naught. 

How  does  he  get  over  the  diilicnlty  (  In  this  wav:  the 
"great  gulf,"  he  says,  is  a  moral,  not  a  local  separation,  such 
a  separation  a>  often  ohtaiiis  in  tli,.  earthdife.  where  a  radical 
(lifTerence  of  character  is  as  a  gulf  hetween  one  and  another; 
and  thus,  having  hy  this  interpretation  estahlislied  intercourse 
between  tlie  two,  he  carries  out  tlie  nofioii  to  its  Kuitinuite 
but  astonishing  conclusinn.       Hades  is  not  only  a  place  of 


iii^tnictioii  fur  rlic  wicked,  Ijiit  a  place  where  tlie  I'ii^liteous 
nisii  ij.li  111  |ierfect  tlieiil-el\i>~  ill  liuiiliess.  Tims  if  chiihs  ti> 
pii--  liiat  tile  way  rrmn  Iiai]e<  tn  Aliraliaiii's  l)(is(iiii  i-  cicciipied 
\>y  tile  ~aiiit>  ill  dilTereiit  decrees  (d'  advanceiiieiit.  I  leave 
siiidi  inellidd-  <>l'  iiiter|iretatiiiM  to  tiie  jnd,i;iiie:it  nf  tlie 
reader.

For 
tiii- reasuii.  Hade- was  the  w  (  .•(]  in  the  ( I  reek  hnieiiauc  which 
iiiu-t  iiearlv  ile-crihed  that  stale  as  it  had  in  en  taiialit  in  the 
iiehrew  sia-iptnre-.  I, dill;'  hefore  mir  ],<ird"s  time  tlie 
Hehrew  laiiiiiiap'  haviiiii'  ceased  In  he  Lienerally  s]idken.  the 
Old  Te-taiiieiit  Scriptures  -were  tran-lated  into  the  (>reek,  as 
iimre  iicnerally  nnderstniMl ;  jii>t  as.  with  enrselves,  the  (irook 
New  'resfanient  is  translate(|  itn  Knolish  for  the  simio 
reasdii.  Ill  tin's  (Jreek  ver-idii  df  the  irehre\''  scriptures,  the 
III  hrew  Word  fdr  "  hell  '"  was  always  ti'anslated  hy  the  Wdrd 
'■  llaile-."  .\d  Ixtter  word  cenld  he  found,  for  it  hi'oadly 
sianilied  the  sanie  tliiiii; — llie  p  e  of  the  wicked  after  death. 
Thus  it  came  to  pass  that  the  word  Hades  hecauif  current 
aiiidim'  the  dreeks  and  Jews  in  this  >eu.se,  just  as  the  word 
"  li(dl  ""  is  current  anidinist  ourselves  in  precisely  tlu  sniiie 
sen~e.  Hence  we  can  see  why,  in  our  Aulhorized  Version, 
ITades  is  ne\(  r  literally  translated,  heiiii;',  to  the  ffenei-ality 
<d'  readi'i's.  a  word  from  an  unknown  toiiijue,  cnnveyiiiij  no 
meaniui:'  to  I  heir  minds.  IJut  there  was  already  a  word 
in  Eiiclisli  \\lii(di  i;a\-e  the  seu-e  as  uiir  Lord  exiiressed  it 
That  word  is  "  hell."  Tt  hoots  not  to  eiKpiire  into  its  oriirin; 
it  was  a  true  l'",ii;:lisli  word.  Let  it  he  i^ranted  that,  like  many 
niher  reliLiioiis  terms,  it  had  h(-eti  overlaid  with  many  super- 
stition- and  ahsurd  ideas,  yet  no  om>  will  deny  that,  when- 
ever it  is  mentioned,  the  fir-t  tliomiht  that  cdiues  to  mind  is 
the  place  wdien-  the  wi(d\ed  i.;o  when  they  die.  \o  olher 
Word  in  Fni;Ii-h  can  -o  accurately  <x\v<'  to  Enji'lish  ears  the 
meaiiiiii:'  id'  Hade-  as  u-ed  in  -cri]iture. 

Hdw  widely,  then,  ilid  the  scholars,  who  made  the 
.\tilhdrize(l  \  er-ioii,  translate  the  ivorrl  "heir"  insteail  of 
Hade-.  Hdw  ra-hly,  to  -av  the  lea-t,  did  our  author  accuse 
tiiem  of  iii'iiorance  in  so  doinj;'  ! 


15iit  to  ]iri)cccil  to  the  ficcond  part  of  the  writer's 
iillci;c<l  rcl'uiiiiatinii  in  llndcs.  .Not  only  is  tlicrr  ii  "  scliool  " 
of  ill^tl■ll(•ti(lll  tlici'c,  liiit  :iUo  ;i  iirciiciiiiiL;'  of  t!ic  t;os]ii'l. 

First  it  im-ontroi'crtibly  apju'iu's  (lie  says)  from  I'c.  3, 
tiiat  our  Lord  ]}rcac'licd  there  to  tlie  spirits  of  tlie  aiite-dilii- 
viaiis.  \\'a>  lie  aware  tliat  to  e~taldisli  tliis  a>serlioii  lie  liad 
recourse  to  one  of  llic  n|(l^t  coiitnK'crtcd  passaiics  in  the  New 
Te-tanicnt:  tliat  many  of  the  nio-MMiiiiieiit  writers  in  ancii'iit 
and  modern  time-;  maintain  that  the  |)a-sairo  can  Ix'ar  hut  om' 
interpretation,  namely,  that  ('liri-t  in  the  s])irii  ]iriMched  hy 
Noah  the  i;o-pel  of  t'ori;i\-eiie—  to  the  antediluvian-  when 
alive  npon  the  (arth.  I  imaiiinc  that  few  who  have  res)i('ct 
to  tlio  liarmonies  of  scripture  and  the  iii'ammar  of  the  |ia--i'i;-e 
can  come  to  any  other  concln-ion.  What  hut  the  (diarnis  of 
a  fascinatini;-  theory  could  have  induced  the  writer  to  say  that 
his  interpretation  (d'  the  Ai>ostle"s  nieaninii'  was  iiicoiilro- 
X'crtihlc  .'

Jt  is  the  lowest  hell;  to  wliicli  flic  wicked 
will  lie  coii^iMiicd  in  the  day  oi"  jiidginent,  accordiiiii  to  that 
whidi  is  written.  (  Deut.  ;j'l',  l'l'".)  "  For  a  tire  is  kindled  in 
mine  aiijicr  and  shall  hiirn  into  the  lowest  hell  and  shall 
consnnie  the  earth  with  her  increasi  and  set  on  tire  the 
foundations  of  the  inotintains."  Our  Lord's  warnini:-  to  His 
disciples  is  familiar  to  every  reader,  as  when  He  fold  them  it 
were  hotter  for  them  to  cut  otf  the  rii^ht  hand  and  to  pluck 
out  the  rijil.f  eye.  and  ca>t  them  away,  than  f<M-  their  wliole 
body  to  he  ca>t  into  "hell  tire."  the  tire  of  (u-enna  (Matt.

This  is  the  tiiud  judiiinenf.  .\s  our  Loi'd  said  to  His 
disolie(li(Mit  hearers  (  ^Lltt.  l'.".  :!:))  "  \\-  ser|ients.  o-e  genera- 
tion of  \ipers,  how  can  ye  escape-  the  damnation  of  hell  '." 
That  is.  the  juiliinu'iit  of  ( ie-enua,"  for  >uch  is  the  word  trans- 
lated "damnation."  To  he  cast  into  (ie-enmi  will  lie  the 
doom  of  the  wicked  in  the  last  liTcat  day. 

.\nd  here,  in  the  harmonx'  of  scriptiirt^  we  perceive*  the 
awful  pmcednre  of  the  ju-tice  of.(!nd.  When  that  dav 
comes,  the  tiny  to  whi(di  the  lost  in  Uades  looked  forward 
with  teri'or  and  fearful  foreliodinu'.  they  will  come  foi-fh  to 
stand  at  the  left  hand  of  their  .lud<i( .

The  writci  j)ass(>s  lijilitly 
over  these  links  <it'  tlie  awt'iil  cliaiii  of  events,  and  'vli""''".-  "t 
tlie  lire  sa,v~:  "  K\(  rla^tiui:-  is  not  tiie  nicnniny-  uf  I'terinil. 
'Aac  '  is  tlie  meaning."  l.it  me  assure  the  reader  that  ever- 
lasiinu'  is  the  radical  incaiiin;;-  of  the  word.  "Age  ''  is  siiaply 
it<  liniitatiiiii.  All  ah-u|ntcs  have  cases  of  limitation.  The 
ordinaiii-cs  of  the  law  were  for  the  "  ajre  "  of  the  law.  They 
were  ahsoliitc  tor  that  period.  The  ordinances  of  the  lidspol 
wen  for  llic  "  auc  "  of  the  i^ospcl,  and  are  alisolnte  for  that 
period.  '•.\ae"  i-^  the  tiiiie  limit  of  "everlasting'"  for 
tliosc  pei'ioil-.

'{"lie  spirit  of  self-will  is  naturally  so  strong  in  us  that  it  is 
not  always  ea^y  to  look  straiiilit  at  the  truth.  The  Hook  of 
the  Kevelation,  so  far  as  its  fiirures  are  concerned,  is  one  of 
the  most  easily  understood;  prophecies  of  twenty-five  liun- 
drod  years,  there  nforrod  to,  are  fulfilled  in  the  sii;lit  of  all 
who  will  look;  those  of  the  future,  toi-rihle  and  snhlime,  are 
to  the  believinfr  mind  sure  to  come;  and  as  to  tlir  promises 
and  threaten  in  us  concerning  its  perusal  who,  in  soher 
thought  can  withstand  thoni  !  (Rov.  1-.3;  22,  IS,  1t>.)  Yet 
to  huild  up  the  fabric  of  our  fancies  we  deal  with  this  God- 
given  liook  (Rev.  1-1)  as  a  common  ami  uu(dean  thing  I  Sn(di 
is  our  natui'e  when  given  the  reins. 

There  are  two  ways  of  interpreting  the  scriptures.  Ono 
starts  from  the  ii.iagination  and  makes  all  things  hend  to  that, 
whether  willing  or  unwilling. 

Tho  other  takes  some  cardinal  truth  as  it  stands  in  the 
wor<l  and  hrings  to  its  eontlrniation  all  that  topically  and  har- 
moniously coalesces  therewith:  in  other  worrls  "compares 
scripture  with  scri]»ture."  (  1  ("or.  2.)  This  is  true  sjiiritual 
induction.  Tnduction  is  the  higli(>st  term  in  science;  which 
if  it  had  hreii  fdlowed  even  in  natural  tilings  would  have 
]ireserved  smiie  would  li(  wis"  men  from  many  errors  and 
absurdities  with  wiiich  they  have  flooded  the  world. 

Tt  is  to  slander  the  gospel,  and,  without  distinction, 
the  ])rea(diers  of  ilie  gospel,  to  assert  that  it  denounces  un- 
ending woe  as  the  |)oi'tion  of  the  vast  maj.irity  of  mankind. 
Tt  iiududes  only  thi>se  who,  having  heard  the  call  of  tlu^  Son 
of  (lod,  rcje<  !  llim.  Tt  imdiides  especially  thos(»  who  in 
malice  again-l  th(»  truth  are  of  Satan's  mind,  and  therefore,  fit 
dwellers  with  him. 

T"or  the  heathens  who  have  never  heard  the  message 
of  divine  love,  I  need  only  reier  riie  reaiier  to  liu-  Apostle's

lint  iiiiirc  fliiiii  this,  there  :ire  imiitifudes  in  ('hri>ti:m 
lands  wlici  are  virtually  in  a  lieathcn  conditiun;  no  incs~aii'o 
nf  mercy  has  reached  their  iind<'rstandiiia-s;  jind  that  these 
will  i)e  cc|nitalily  dealt  witli  as  the  Apestle  teaches,  who  can

face  it.  I.-,  not  tlii<  the  etl'ect  of  siich  teachiny-  '.  Is  it  not 
ai)pareut  that  from  the  onthi'eak  of  scejiticism  in  tlie  churcli 
some  half  century  aiio,  thiuiis  have  heeii  steadily  p)inu-  from 
had  to  worse  ai;ainst  the  faith  once  for  all  delivered  to  the 
saints  <r  Xiiy.  is  it  net  se  declared  hy  the  word  of  the  Lord 
cou<-ei-uiiii;-  the  latter  days  '.  When  the  written  word,  for  the

.\ot  Life,  but  Death  after  Death:  the  SECOXI)  DEATH:  is 
the  doom  of  the  impenitent.
